Britain Makes Another Payment 

Washington Receives Over Sixty* 
Eight Million For Semi-Annual 
Interest 

The U. S. treasury received pay¬ 
ments from CJreat Britain, Finland, I 
Hungary, Lithuania and Poland on ac¬ 
count of their funded indebtedness to 
the United States. 

The British payment, a send annual | 
remittance on Interest, amounted to 
$68,310,000. * It was paid In 2^4 per 
cent, treasury certificates with a 
$75.91 payment In cash necessary to 
adjust the interest accrued, v 

The total payment from Finland. 
$133,650, was made in cash. Hungary 
funded half of its third semiannual 
payment of interest, and paid the 
other half, $14,905.69 in cash. LIth- i 
uania also funded part of its first an- j 
nual installment on principal and In-1 
terest, and turned over to the treas¬ 
ury $75,225 in cash, of which $15,225 
was for interest and $30,000 for prin¬ 
cipal. This payment also was in 
cash.

Would Make Provisions Uniform 
Throughout the Dominion 

Concurrent legislation to make pro¬ 
visions of the new Grain Act uniform 
throughout Canada and place them 
beyond question on I lie ground of con¬ 
stitutionality, should be asked of the 
Provincial Governments, especially 
those of tho western provinces. This 
is the tenor of a resolution adopted 
by the agricultural committee of the 
house at Ottawa. 

The resolution was sponsored by J. 
L. Brown, Progressive, Lisgar, Man. I 
it asks the Federal Government to 
take up with tho Provincial Govern¬ 
ments tite advisability of passing 
such concurrent legislation ut the 
earliest possible date.

Old Age Pensions 


Expense Considered Too Heavy To 

Inaugurate Plan At Present Time 

The report of the special commit¬ 
tee on old age pensions, tabled In the 
House of Commons by the chairman, 
W. O. Raymond, M.P., recommends 
"that tho government arrange with 
the premiers of the different prov¬ 
inces for a conference, to be held dur¬ 
ing the coming recess of parliament, 
at which an old age pensions system 
shall be given the fullest consideration 
with a view to securing cooperative 
action, and that the report of the said 
conference be laid on the table at the 
next session of parliament for future 
consideration and action." 

.After pointing out the views ex¬ 
pressed in communications from the 
various provincial governments, the 
report makes reference to the opinion 
of the federal department of justice 
to the effect that the matter or old 
age pensions is one coming under the 
jurisdiction of the provinces, although 
open to assistance from tho Federal 
Government. 

The chief conclusions arrived at by 
the commit tee, on which the recom¬ 
mendation for the holding of a confer¬ 
ence Is based, mainly, Include: 

"First—That, if the Dominion Gov¬ 
ernment were to proceed now with 
a scheme of old age pensions, it would 
have to be prepared to bear the en¬ 
tire expense, which would amount ap¬ 
proximately to $23,000,000

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Severe Earthquake Is 
Felt In Western States 
And Also In Canada 


lUIIIngs, Montana.—A severe quuko, 
recorded in four Western slates, re¬ 
sulted In two avalanches ami collaps¬ 
ed the tunnel of the Chicago, Milwau¬ 
kee and St. Paul railroad near here, 
virtually crippling trulllc. The quake 
started panics In nearly every city in 
western Montana. Several buildings 
Were demolished. 

Every building In liutte was rock- 
id by two tremors, coming in rapid 
succession and thousands rushed Into 
the streets as chimneys toppled and 
stoves overturned. 

No damage was reported from the 
mines, where thousands were at 
work, underground. 

Saskatoon.—An earthquake shock 
which utmost caused u panic In ut 
least one place In the city, was ex¬ 
perienced In Saskatoon early Satur¬ 
day evening. Buildings rocked, tables 
moved, and hanging fixtures swung to 
and fro, giving to some who felt thp 
shock a reeling akin to seasickness. 
The whole period of tremor lusted 
‘about an hour, w ith two severe shocks, 
the first at (I and the second, which 
was less severe, at 7.12 o’clock. The 
first shock was so severe that the 
record, which on the seismograph ma¬ 
chine at the University of Saskatche¬ 
wan was designed to record east and 
west shocks, was damaged, so that af¬ 
ter the first tremor it ceased to record, 
the needle going completely off the 
record.

Problem of Caned* Principally a 
Sociological One 

Wlili a view lo considering the best 
manner of bringing forward doflulto 
recommendations which would tend 
towards a national policy for Cana 
cllan agr'culture, members of the ag 
i (cultural Inquiry committee of the 
Ontario Legislature and of the Cana¬ 
dian council of agriculture conferred 
a* Toronto.

Old Diary Entry Explains Words Cut 
On Windsor Castle Wall 

The words, *'C. Horne—shot by a 
candle," cut into the stone wall of the 
lower ramparts of the ltound Tower 
at Windsor Castle has excited the 
cuiiosiiy of many visitors. No dale 
!•« attached, and no explanation given. 
Curiously enough, however, an old 
Windsor diary has come to light which 
contains, under the date June 8. 1833, 
this remarkable entry: "Chas. Horne, 
Clever Laue. was killed by u man 
Hiiooting a rush light at him from a 
gun. Hurled at Eton, June 11." There 
Is no evidence that the inscription on 
the castle wall and this entry in u 
diary refer to the same incident, but 
the probability is that they do. In 
reference to lh« event itself, it was 
probably the tragic end of what was 
meant for a joke, the offender think¬ 
ing a tallow candle would merely Hat- 
ten out ngulusl the poor fellow's body 
and do him no injury, whereas it has 
been proved that a candle can be tired 
through an inch board.

Everything growu on the island Is 
wonderfully cheap. But you cannot 
send round the corner to tho butcher’s 
for a chop or a joint. You have to 
wait until aomobody kills a sheep or 
a bullock. if you object to a few 
'•scratch" uieals St. Helena will not 
suit you. But you ran catch your own 
fish and grow bananas in your back 
garden. 

There arc only two or three shops 
on the island, and their stock is some¬ 
what primitive and does not encour¬ 
age large expenditure. 

No motors are permitted, but if you 
want to be regarded a* a semi-million¬ 
aire you can keep a horse or a donkey. 
You will have to exist without thea¬ 
tres. clnemr»«, trains, tramways, mov¬ 
ing staircases and wireless, but you 
w-ill find plenty of tenuis and golf and 
an occasional dance.

Peculiar Provision 

At the present day one is quite farni 
liar with the expression "for the sum 
of $1." or some similar phrase to in¬ 
dicate nominal consideration used In 
many documents conveying property. 
,\ recent search in connection with 
titles through some of the old docu¬ 
ments preserved In the records of the 
ordnance, admiralty and railway lands 
branch of the departniwnt of the In¬ 
terior. revealed a quaint and rather 
curious form of this consideration. A

Planting For ^ 
Color Effect 

This Can Be Effected By Grouping end 

Maeefng of Flowering Shrubs and 

Plants 

Few garifcnere are satisfied with a 
single color garden. It is apt to bn 
monotonous and fails as tho season 
advances to hold the interest of either 
the gardener or thoso who visit his 
garden. In the natural progress of 
the seasons certain colors predomin¬ 
ate at certain periods. The earliest 
color scheme of the garden as of the 
world, is yellow and white, followed 
by tho rose color of late spring nnd 
early summer, when fruit blossoms and 
roses are abundant. Next comes the 
blue and yellow of midsummer, which 
deepen to scarlet, gold and purple In 
the autumn months. In the wide 
range of flowers to he chosen one may 
follow this plan, varying it moro or 
less to suit one’s taste. A writer in 
The Flower Grower recalls a garden 
which lu the spring presented a bril¬ 
liant show of yellow tulips in an lr% 
regular edging along winding paths 
and nearby n rocky terrace surround¬ 
ed by a rubble stone wall. letter in 
the season the wall was covered with 
pink climbing roses. Another strik¬ 
ing view was recalled made by a hugs 
planting of the golden glow, and still 
another of a mass of coreopsia grow¬ 
ing in a corner of the lawn by the 
roadside. Such plantings leave a 
deeper impression than thut of rarer 
and more partleulnr plants. The fln 
est gardens seed for striking effects, 
lhe first principle of decoration, 
therefore, is to secure color effect by 
concentration and massing. On 
grounds of any considerable size a 
single plant Is lost, two or three arn 
barely noticed, a dozen good nixed 
plants make a noticeable group, a 
larger numbci may become u dominat¬ 
ing factor, and a mass of hundreds ot 
almost any (lowering plant will catUh 
and hold the eye. No matter how 
small or how large a garden may ho. 
planting of (lowering shrubs and 
plants should be so made as to catch 
and hold the eye. in planting u gar¬ 
den for color effect It is well first, to 
plant in groups for masses of color; 
second, arrange each Individual group 
and adjacent groups wlili harmonious 
color; third, plan for succession of 
bloom with (he ldoa of color harmon¬ 
ies. and. four, every garden and every 
part of it needs a sotting und a back 
ground. Shrubs are not only satis¬ 
factory for a background, but they are 
easy to get and to take care of. Tht«« 
und small trees should be planted be¬ 
hind all borders and in between so as 
to form breaks. Such breaks are val¬ 
uable-to separate color groups that are 
out of harmony and by adding a Uttia 
mystery and a succession of sur¬ 
prises. 

Heat Of Earth's Interior 

Temperature Is Estimated To Be 
211,200 Degrees Fahrenheit 

As to the state or composition of 
(lie earth’s interior wo are compara¬ 
tively Ignorant, except for inferences 
which amount to little moro than 
guesses. Nevertheless, it ls hard to 
escape the conclusion that the earth’s 
core must be much hotter than any¬ 
thing ever heated artificially by man, 
all hough very high temperatures have 
been produced under pressure. The 
deepest coal mine wvei r sunk ls, to the 
mass of the globe, much less than the 
skin of an apple In relation to the ap¬ 
ple itself. Even If wo take It that, 
aaccording to the experience of mine- 
sinking. tho heat increases one de¬ 
gree for ovary hundred feet bored, the 
temperature of the earth’s centre 
would reach 211,200 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. We can form some idea of what 
this means when we remember that 
the boiling point of water at sea level 
is no more than 212 degrees Fahren¬ 
heit. bo that tho earth’s centre would 
be almost exactly a thousand times 
hotter than the water with which you 
make your tea.
